REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach the composition comprising an ethylene oxide additive of monoalkyl 
amine represented by the claimed formula in combination with and at least one 
compound selected from the group consisting of an N-monoalkyl-N-(2-hydroxyalkyl)- 
iminoethylene carboxylate having a hydrocarbon group 

with a number of carbon atoms from 8 to 22; an acylated amino acid salt having a 
hydrocarbon group with a number of carbon atoms from 8 to 22; an alkyloyl sarcosinate 
having a hydrocarbon group with a number of carbon atoms from 8 to 22, and a tall oil 
fatty acid salt. The prior art further fails to teach removing oil from a part by cleaning a 
part using the claimed composition. In an interview on 4/2/208 with Ms. Lawley, the 
examiner discussed amending the specification and claims in order to place the 
application in better form for allowance. Authorization was given to make the above 
changes by Examiner's Amendment. Furthermore, the prior art cited represents 
applicant's own application.
